the Pale: They are the Segullab, the Peculinni of 
Chriſt, and all the reſt of the Nation are no better 
than Schifmaticks: Is not this the Church that is in 
Danger ? And did not all this Cry and Noiſe ariſe 
from that Quarter? There are hut too much Grounds 
to think that this Clamour firſt aroſe from thence;
